In this Letter he afferts, that he had many Months ago performed on his Part the 
Agreement between the Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty and himſelf, which their 
Lordſhips entered into, by Order of his Majeſty, in Purſuance of an Addreſs of the 
Honourable Houſe of Commons of the laſt Parliament. That the SALT, which he had 
made in the moſt public Manner, at Northwich and Middlewich, in Cheſhire, according 
to his printed Proceſs, would preſerve Beef and Swines-fleſh above four Years, and Fiſh 


as long as the different Kinds of that will permit. He then gives them 
many uſeful Directions, ew to be obſerved in making SALT for different Uſes ; con- 

his Country, ſhe hath within herſelf a better SALT than France can ſell 
er; and, in an Appendix, produces ſeveral Experiments and Certificates, by which he 
proves his SALT may be made for Six-pence per Buſhel. 

Some Time in the Month of May, the fame Year 1748, Mr. Lowndes deceaſed, before 
all the Trials propoſed by him had been made ; this Accident put a Stop to the Making 
his Bxine SALT for ſome Time: For, Mr. Lowndes having deviſed all the Rewards 
which ſhould become due to him for difclofing his Invention, after Payment of his 
Debts, to charitable and public Uſes, no Perſon thought himſelf fo much intereſted in 
the Succeſs thereof, as to be induced to proſecute the Affair with a proper Vigour : So 
that, though a certain Perſon did offer to make any Quantity that ſhould be demanded 
of Mr. Lowndes's SALT at Six-pence per Buſhel, upon the Aſſertions of other Perſons 
that it could not be made at fo 4 a Price, in the Year 1750, the following Entry was 
made in the Books of the Admiralty :

Mr. Lowndes, by his laſt Will and Teſtament, deviſed all his real Eſtate, in Cheſbire, 
to the Univerſity of Cambridge, in Truſt that the clear Profits thereof ſhould be applied 


to the Maintenance of a Profeſſor, to be called Lowndes's Aſtronomical and Geometrical 
Profeſſor: This Eſtate was then and ſtill continues to be encumbered with a Mortgage. 

In the Year 1749, Dr. Long, Maſter of Pembroke-Hall in the Univerſity of Cambridge, 
was elected Lowndes's Profeſſor ; and, out of the firſt Money received by him, on ac- 
count of his Profeflorſhip, paid a conſiderable Sum, in Diſcharge of Arrears of Intereſt 
due upon a Mort upon Mr. Lowndes's Eſtate, and hath ſince paid the Intereſt annu- 
ally due, up to Miclaelmas laſt paſt, amounting'in the Whole to 400 /. and upwarils ; all 
xwhich Money would habe been ſaved to the faid/Profeflorſhip; if Mr. Lowndes, of his 
Repreſentatives, had received even a ſmall Part of the Rewards ſtipulated : For, by Mr. 
Lowndes's Will, the Mortgage upon his Eſtate is to be paid off by the firſt Money re- 
ceived on account of his Contract with the Lords of the Admiralty. 

So long as the Mortgage continues upon the Eſtate, Mr. Lowndes's Profeſſors muſt 
ſuffer a conſidetable Diminution in the Salary he intended for their Maintenance: This 
Diminution is of ſo little Conſequence to the preſent Profeſſor, now far advanced in Years, 
that he would not have troubled the Honourable” Houſe of Commons with a Petition on 
that Subject; but thinks himſelf obliged, in R to his Founder, and in Duty to 
that Univerſity. of which he hath been conſtantly a Member upwards of 60 Years, to 
uſe his Endeavours that Mr. Lowndes's Will may be carried into Execution, according 
to the true Intent and Meaning thereof ; and that the Chancellor, Maſters, and Scholars 
of the Univerſity of Cambridge may be put in full Poſſeſſion of the Eſtate deviſed to them, 
and have the Title- deeds of the ſame fafely lodged among their Archives. 
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
